Funeral Monday. 


CORK,. Aug. 23 Associated -Press).— 
Michael Collins fell fighting to. the Jast 
what seemed at first an overwhelming 
force of irregulars, who ambushed his 
little party in a wiki. mountain road 
between Macroon and: Bandon. 

The Commander in Chief. of the Na- 
tional Army had been-visiting Cork and; 
accompanied by the members of his 
headquarters staff, left at 6 o'clock 
Tuesday morning to inspect the military 
positions’ south of Cork. He wag és- 
corted by a light armored car and “a 
lorry carrying soldiers.- Altogether the 
party is believed to have numbered 
about a score, including General Sean 
O’Connell,; commander of the bodyguard, 
and , Major. Gen. Dalton, commander. of 
the Free State troops in Cork. 

A dispatch rider préeeded the large 
touring ear with,Collins and bother offi- 
cers; then followed a whippet’ armored 
car, while’ an ordinary “open tender 
brought up the rear. The party visited 
nearly all the posts to the south of Cork 
occupied by the National Army, among 
them “ Skibbereen, Ross Carbery and 
Clonakilty. At each place the officer 
commanding was interviewed vand the 
party enthusiastically greeted. 

Owing ‘to the interruption of communi- 
cation by the main road,*the party 
toward evening took a roundabout route 
for Cork from Bandon. -Bealnablath, 
which is eight miles from Macroon, lies 
to the south of the main road on the 
south side of the River Lee, in a hiily, 
rugged district. ..While preceeding by 

da near this village’ at 6:30 o’clock in 
6 evening the party was ambushed by 
atbout 200 irregulars, 

‘The battle opened with a few shots 
fired by the . attacking forces. > The 
Nationals were taken. by surprise, and 
one of the. first bullets nearly struck 
Collins. before ‘his.car stopped, missing 
him by:only an inch or two.’ The 
Nationals « hastily ~ dismounted ~ and 
General Collins iiimselfassumed léeader- 
ship. A> hail of : bullets sweeping the 
road. left. him quite unmoved, his first 
thought being for the safety of. his men, 
whom: he ordered to take cover at the 
fences on both sides of the road. 

At the very outset the dispatch: rider 
in front was badly wounded ih tne 
lungs, and under the direction of the 
Commander-in-Chief: was rémoved td 
temporary safety, Then the Nationals 
settled. down to reply to the fire, and 
the fact that they were faced by a-far 
Superior. number did-not.daunt -¢ither 
Collins:or his officers, and: within a n> 
minutes ‘the attack developed into’ 
grim engagement, fiercely contested.

ROME, Aug. 23.—Now that the. inter- 
nal situation in Italy. has ‘returhed to 
comparative normalcy, the Cabinet is 
free again to turn: its attention to. for- 
eign policy, especiaity to the. situation 
of Austria; which is fraught with many 
dangers for Italy. As is known, the 
Austrian Chancellor, Dr. Seipel, visited 
Prague while King Alexander of Jugo- 
slaVia and his Premier, -Pasich,: were 
eonferring in Marienbad with the Presi- 
dent of Czechoslovakia and’ his Premier, 
Benes, whose ambition to make Czecho- 
slovakia the arbiter of Central Europ# 
is. well. known.
